BURY HIM AT THE POLLS. 


(»priii«rer fVarns iSeed to Prepare for 
Kis Own and His Party's f u n - 
eral Diext Siovember. 


WASHINGTON, June 19.—The proceed- 
ings of the house this morning opened 
with the expected fight over the refer- 
ence of the silver bill. When the jour- 
nal wfts read, Mr. Mills of Texas, ob- 
jected to its approval, on the ground 
that the clerk had not read it in full. 
The speaker said that the clerk had only 
omited such parts as was customary, 
but he directed the clerk to read it in 
full, which was done, and it disclosed 
the fact that the silver bill had been re- 
ceived from the senate and referred to 
the committee on coinage, weights and 
measures. 


Mr. McKinley moved the approval of 
the jourriSl, and demanded the previous 
question, despite Mr. Mills' protest that 
he was entitled to recognition to move a 
correction of the journal. Mr. Springer, 
of^ Illinois, made the point that the 
journal contained a record of something 
which had not happened, and which 
should not be in the journal. The 
speaker replied that this was for the 
house to decide, while Mr. Springer, 
amid applause on the democratic side, 
made a vigorous protest, saying to the 
speaker: 


"You can ignore the rights of repre- 
sentatives of the people; but the people 
will put you down at the polls next 
November and your party with you." 


Th« speaker was unmoved, however, 
and the roll call proceeded and re- 
sulted—^yeas 106, nays 117; so the 
journal was not approved. The demo- 
crats applauded vigorously. 


The following named 
republicans 
voted with the democrats in the nega- 
tive: Bartine of Nevada, DeHaven of 
California, Kelly of Kansas, Kerr of 
Iowa, Lind of Minnesota, Morrow of 
California, and Townsend of Col- 
orado. 
When the applause had 
ceased, 
the 
speaker 
recognized 
Mr. Mills, who 
offered a 
resolu- 
tion that the order of reference made by 
the speaker on the silver bill to the 
committee on coinage, weights and 
measures, was incorrect under the rules 
of the house, and was made without 
authority under the rules, and resolving 
that the journal be corrected by striking 
the entry from it, 


Mr. Cannon, of Ulidois, raised a point 
of order against the resolution. He 
claimed that the resolution proposed to 
strike out an entry which recorded a 
question of fact, and argued that the 
senate amendments would require to be 
considered in committee of the whole. 
No conscietious man could vote to strike 
out the recital of fact. Mr. Mills, of 
Texas, characterized Mr. Cannon's posi- 
tion as the boldest, most reckless, and 
absurd position he had ever heard. It 
showed that a well disciplined mind 
might become beclouded by starting out 
in error and continuing that course. 
Under the constitution the journal was 
to be kept by the house, not by the 
speaker or his clerks. 


Mr. Mills charged the republican 
party with being false to its pledges on 
the silver question. The democratic 
party would give the people free and 
unlimited coinage of silver. The re- 
publican party was voting against the 
wishes of the people. 


Mr. Peters, of Kansas, declared him- 
self a free coinage man, but sustained 
the speakers action. Much laughter 
was caused by the vehemence of an in- 
terogatory put by Mr. M. Biggs, of 
California, to Mr. Peters. Mr. Biggs 
was called to order before getting -an 
answer. Mr. Crisp, of Georgia, argued 
that under the rules the speaker had not 
the power to make the reference he had 
made. He referred to a decision made 
by the speaker concerning the Washing- 
ton postofSce bill, which he held was 
opposite to the rulings under discussion- 
This construction was controverted by 
Mr. Butterworth of Ohio, stating that 
he would have voted to oveiTule the 
ruling if he believed as Mr. Crisp did. 
In reference to a remark by Mr. Butter- 
worth that the chair was always right, 
Mr. Crisp disclaiming any discourteBy, 
drew a simile between the remark and 
that of the Hindoo who appropriated 
his Hindoo god saying, **I know that 
he is ugly, but I feel that h© is great." 


The speaker joined in the hearty 
laughter that followed, and caused an- 
other outburst by remarking dryly, "the 
chair hopes that personal matters will 
not be introduced in this discussion." 


Mr. Springer, of Illinois, claimed that 
the house had a right to revise its jour- 
nal. Thd purpose of referring the bill 
to the committee on coinage was to pre- 
vent the house voting on the question 
of concurrence in the senate amen^ 
ment. 


Mr. Springer held that the silver bill 
was not properly (under the rules) be- 
fore the honse yesterday, because busi- 
ness on the sj[>eakers table had not been 
reached.

BEBLXST, June 19.—The condition of 
the duke of Saxe-Meeggen continues to 
be serious.

It would be an international misfortune 
should the restriction by the British 
parliament of the bill providing for the 
cession of Heligoland to Germany in 
retui'n for African territorial concessions 
made by the latter country result in 
changing the current of German grati- 
tude to England into a less friendly 
feeling. The Germans are enthusiastic 
over the satisfactory outcome of the ne- 
gotiations with England on the question 
of the African territorial rights of the 
two countries. 


The Chronicle protests against Lord 
Salisbury going out of the way to en- 
large the territory of Germany when 
the utmost necessity on account of New 
Foundland, to cultivate the friendliness 
of France. It thinks the government 
builder has brought us within measure- 
able disolution. If the Helioland bill 
is rejected, the Ministers will be bound 
to appeal to the country. 


A BAO ACCI1>JEKT. 


Two men KiUed and Others Injured 
on tlie Pennsyl-vania Road. 
TBEBTTON, N. J., June 19.—Two men 
were killed and several others seriously 
injured b y an accident on the new 
branch of the Pennsylvania railroad 
now being constructed between Norris- 
ville and Downingtown, Pa. A gang of 
men were engaged in grading the new 
track and were at the bottom of a hill 
from which dirt was being dumped 
from a number of flat cars. 
In some 
manner six of the cars became detached 
from the locomotive and ran down the 
hill at a rapid speed, finally leaving the 
track and tippling where the men were 
working. Most of them succeeded in 
getting out of the way, but two of them, 
named Murphy and Egelia, were caught 
by the cars and" killed." *Abo]at a dozen 
others were injured.

Adopted by a Professor to SLeep His 
(Students from "Wroug. 
SHAWNEBTOWN, Ind. Ter., June 19.— 
Two Indian boys at the government 
school for Indian children, were sus- 
pended by Prof. Harvey, for paying 
clandestine visits at night to the apart- 
ments of two Indian girls. The profes- 
sor a few nights ago armed himself with 
a double barreled gun, and watched for 
the boys. They soon made their ap- 
pearance, and started to climb into the 
girls' room by means of a rope ladder. 
The professor called on them to stop, 
but they only climbed the faster. The 
professor then shot at them, inflicting a 
veiy serious wound on one of the boys. 
The Shawnee Indians are very much 
excited over the matter. 


A COJjO BAXll. 


Forty Men and Boys Precipitated in 
the Water. 
NEW YOBK, June 19.—^A section of 
the bridge running from the sea wall in 
front of the Hudson Square park, Ho- 
boken, to the free baths gave way last 
night and precipitated about forty raen 
and boys into the water beneath. There 
was great excitement among the hun- 
dreds of people that were'on other parts 
of the bridge, and in the neighborhood, 
and their frantic movements greatly re- 
tarded the rescuing of the drowning 
people. It is believed, however, that 
all were rescued without serious injury.

COULDMT GET BAIT! 


Tbe Master of an American Scbooner 
Unable to Oet Bait for Cod 
Plslilne at Bay St. «eorse. 


BAT ST. GEOEGE, N. F., June'19.— 
The American fishing schooner, Hattie 
Evelyn, of Gloucester, Mass., put in 
here yesterday morning to buy herring 
for bait to use in cod fishing on the 
great banks. 
Collector of the Port 
Hirst boarded the vessel and demanded 
light house dues of $16. As all seven of 
the light houses on the coast are erected 
and maintained by the Canadian gov- 
ernment, and the New Foundland au- 
thories have never put up a single light 
house on th& French 
shore, Capt. 
George McLean, master of the schooner, 
refused to pay. The collector threat- 
ened to seize the vessel and the dues 
were paid after a'formal protest. 


The collector next notified Captain 
McLean not to buy bait until he had 
purchased a license under the new bait 
apt. This would cost $65. He threat- 
ened seizure if Captain McLean tried to 
evade the law. McLean claimed the 
right under the treaty of 1818 to get 
bait on the French shore and denied 
the power of the local government of 
New Foundland to obstruct the con- 
struction of the treaty made between 
Great Britain and the United States. 
He reminded the captain that the entire 
fleet of American vessels got their bait 
here without obstruction four weeks 
ago. The collector was still obdurate 
and the captain sent the following tele- 
gram to Sir William Whiteway, the 
premier, at St. Johns: 


I am master of the American schooner 
Hattie Evelyn and put in here for bait. 
The collector demands light money, 
which I have paid under protest. The 
collector now demands a license for 
bait, under penalty. As an American 
citizen I claim the privilege of procur- 
ing bait under the treaty of 1818. Do 
you support the collector in his de- 
mands ? Answer immediately. 


The answer which came, after a long 
delay, from the attorney general at Sb. 
Johns said briefly: 


You cannot purchase bait without a 
license. 


Captain 
McLean 
would not yield 
what he believed to be his rights as an 
American citizen, and sailed away, after 
much loss of time, to try and 
procure 
bait elsewhere.

Why is this thus ? 


THE senate committee on finance, in 
its reduction of duties fixed in the Mc- 
Kinley bill upon various articles, has 
taken a step that adversely affects an in- 
dustry in Indiana. 
The present tariff 
bill fixes a duty of about 3 cents a yard, 
(IJ cent a pound) upon cotton bagging, 
which is worth 6 cents or less a square 
yard and about 4 cents a yard (2 cents a 
pound) for bagging sold at 6 cents or 
more per yard. The McKinley bill re- 
duced the duty to 13.10 cent a yard for 
the article worth less than 6 cents per 
yard and 14.5 cent per yard for that 
worth 6 cents or more per yard. The 
senate committee on fi^nance has re- 
duced' the figures fixed by the McKin- 
ley bill so as to make the first grade pay 
1 3.10 cent and the second grade I J cent 
per yard. The largast cotton bagging 
industry in the United States is located 
at Muncie. 
It was one of the first fac- 
tories established in the country and 
was located there by James Boyce about 
fifteen years ago. He started upon a 
small capital and imported a small 
quantity of jute butts, which he used 
with home-grown flax. From that plant 
he enlarged till there were fifty or sixty 
flax mills throughout the state in opera- 
tion as feeders for that and other cotton- 
bagging factories. 
The factory a t M u n - 
cie is now employing several hundred 
persons, and is one of the greatest in- 
dustries in the state. 


Slt.V.liB BJXi&i. 


The text of the silver bill, as it passed 
the United States senate, and goes to 
the house for action, is as follows: 


Section 1. That from and after the 
date of the passage of this act the unit 
of value in the United States shall be 
the dollar, and the same may be coined 
of 412J grains of the standard silver, or 
of 25 8-10 frains of standard gold; and 
the said coins shall jbe equally legal 
tender for ail debts, public or private, 
that thereafter any owner of silver or 
gold bullion may deposit the same at 
any mint of the United States to be 
formed into standard dollars or bars for 
his benefit and without charge; but it 
shall be lawful to refuse any deposit of 
less value than SlOO, or any bullion so 
base as to be unsuitable for the opera- 
tions of the mint. 


Sec.'" 2 
That the provisions of section 
3 of an act to authorize the coinage of 
the standard silver dollar, and to restore 
its legal tender character, which became 
a law February 28,1878, is hereby made 
applicable to the coinage in this act 
provided for. 


Sec. 3. That the certificates provided 
for in the second section of this act, and 
all silver and gold certificates already 
issued, shall be of denominations of 
not less than $1 or more that $100; and 
such certificates shall be redeemed in 
coin of standard value. A sufficient 
sum to carry out the provisions of this 
act is hereby appropriated out of any 
money in the treasury not otherwise 
appropriated. 
The provision in section 
1, of the ;act of February 28, 1878, en- 
titled " An act to autohrize the coinage Of 
the standard silver dollar and to restore 
its legal tender character," which re- 
quires the secretary of the treasury to 
purchase at the market price thereof not 
less than two million dollars of silver 
bullion per month, nor more than four 
million dollars' worth per month of 
such bullion, is hereby repealed. 


Sec. 4. That the certificates provided 
for in the act, and all silver and gold 
certificates already issued shall be re- 
ceivable for all taxes and dues to the 
United States of every description, and 
shall be a legal tender for the payment 
of all debts, public and private. 


Sec. 5. The owners of bullion de- 
posited for coinage sh&tU have the op- 
portunity to receive coin or its equiva- 
lent in the certificates provided for in 
this act, and such bullion shall be sub- 
sequently coined. 


Section 6 provides for covering into 
the treasury the fund held for the re- 
demption of national bank circulation. 


The title of the bül was amended BO as 
to read : "An act to provide for the free 
coinage of gold and silver bnllion and 
for other pnrpos^."

WASHINGTON, June 19.—The proceed- 


ings of the house this morning opened 
with the expected fight over the refer- 
ence of tho silver bill. When the jour- 
nal was read, Mr. Mills of Texas, ob- 
jected to its approval, on the ground 
that the clerk had not read it in full. 
The speaker said that the clerk had only 
omitedsuch parts as was customary, 
but he directed tho clerk to read it in 
fall, which was done, and it disclosed 
the fact that the silver bill had been re- 
ceived from the senate and referred to 
the committee on coinage, weights and 
measures. 


Mr. McKinley moved the approval of 


the journil, and demanded the previous 
question, despite Mr. Mills' protest that 
he was entitled to recognition to move a 
correction of the journal. Mr. Springer, 


^ Illinois, made the point that the 


journal contained a record of something 
which had not happened, and which 
should not be in the journal. The 
speaker replied that this was for tho 
house to decide, while Mr. Springer, 
amid applause on tho democratic side, 
made a vigorous protest, saying to the 
speaker: 


"You can ignore the rights of repre- 


sentatives of the people; but the people 
will put you down at the polls next 
November and yonr party with you." 


The sneaker was unmoved, however, 


and the roll call proceeded and re- 
sulted—yeas 106, nays 117; so the 
journal was not approved. The demo- 
crats applauded vigorously. 


The r following named 
republicans 


voted with the democrats in the nega- 
tive: Bartine of Nevada, DeHaven of 
California, Kdly of Kansas, Kerr of 
[owa, Lind of Minnesota, Morrow of 
lalifornia, and

Mr. Milk, who

;ion that the order of reference made by 
;he speaker ' on the silver bill to the 
committee on coinage, weights and 
measures, was incorrect under the rules 
of the house, and was made without 
authority under the rules, and resolving 
,hot the journal be corrected by striking 
ihe entry from it. 


Mr. Cannon, of Ulirtois, raised a point 


of order against the resolution. 
He 


claimed that the resolution proposed to 
strike out an entry which recorded a 
question of fact, and argued that the 
senate amendments would require to be 
considered in committee of the whole. 
ft> couscietious man could vote to strike 
out the recital of fact. Mr. Mills, of 
Cexas, characterized Mr. Cannon's posi- 
ion as the boldest, most reckless, ^nd 
absurd position he had ever heard. It 
showed that a well disciplined mind 
might become beclouded by starting out 
n error and continuing that course. 
Jnder the constitution the journal was 
to be kept by the house, not by the 
speaker or his clerks. 


Mr. Mills charged the republican 


party with being false to its pledges on 
he silver question. Tho democratic 
>arty would give the people free and 
unlimited coinage of silver. The re- 
mblican party was voting against the 
wishes of the people. 


Mr. Peters, of Kansas, declared him- 
elf a free coinage man, but sustained 
he speakers action. Much laughter 
was caused by the vehemence of an in- 
erogatoryput by Mr. M. Biggs, of 
California, to Mr. Peters. Mr. Biggs 
was called to order before getting an 
answer. Mr. Crisp, of Georgia, argued 
hat under the rules the speaker bad not 
he power to make the reference he had 
luade. Ho referred to a decision made 
>y the speaker concerning the Woshing- 
011 postoffice bill, which he held was 
ipposite to the rulings under discussion- 


This construction was controverted by 
Ir. Butterworth of Ohio, stating that 
10 would have voted to overrule the 
ruling if he believed as Mr. Crisp did. 
in reference to a remark by Mr. Butter- 
worth that the chair was always right, 
Mr. Crisp disclaiming any discourtesy, 
irew a simile between the remark and 
hat of the Hindoo who appropriated 
us Hindoo god saying, "I know that 
IB is ugly, but I feel that he is great." 


THe speaker joined in the hearty 


aughter that followed, and caused an- 
ither outburst by remarking dryly, "tho 
chair hopes that personal matters will 
not bo introduced in this discussion," 


Mr. Springer, of Illinois, claimed that 


he house had a right to revise its jour- 
nal. Tha purpose of referring the bill 
to the committee on coinage was to pre- 
•ent the house voting on the question 
of concurrence in the senate amend- 
ment.

Mr. Springer held that tho silver bill 


was not properly (under tho rules) be- 
oro the house yesterday, because busi- 
ness on the speakers table had not been 
reached. 


WABNEB ELATED.

Gen, A. J. Warner, of Ohio, is elated 


over the prospects for the free coinage 
of silver. He says the bill as passed by 
ihe senate is as good a free coinage bill 
as any one can ask for, and that it is 
now certain to come to a vote in the 
house. The motion in his opinion will 
be to iiou-concnr. If that is voted 
down, heeayi, the upotkercan hardly

refuse to entertain a motion to concur, 
as it would be contrary to all parliament- 
ary precedents of congress. In Mr. 
Warner's opinion the senate has proved 
itself to be closer in faith with popular 
sentiment than the house. "I have no 
fear," Mr. Warner added, "but that free 
silver is at hand. Four fifths of the 
people of the country are united in 
favor of free silver."

BERLIN, June 19.—The condition of 


the duke of Saxe-Meeggen continues to 
be serious. The massage treatment has 
been recommended by Prof. Boergamn 
and other physicians, and it is probable 
that the duke will undergo it at Wies- 
baden. 


LONDON, June 19.—The Paris corre- 


spondent of the Daily News asserts that 
an English protectorate over Zanzibar 
will be opposed by both France and 
Eussia. 


The Berlin correspondent of the 


Times in a dispatch to that paper says: 
It would be an international misfortune 
should the restriction by the British 
parliament of the bill providing for the 
cession of Heligoland to Germany in 
return for African territorial concessions 
made by tho latter country result in 
changing the current of German grati- 
tude to England into a less friendly 
feeling. The Germans are enthusiastic 
over the satisfactory outcome of the ne- 
gotiations with England on the question 
of the African territorial rights of the 
two countries. 


The Chronicle protests against Lord 


Salisbury going out of the way to en- 
large the territory of Germany when 
the utmost necessity on account of New 
Foundland, to cultivate the friendliness 
of France. It thinks the government 
builder has brought us within measure- 
able disolution. If the Helioland bill 
is rejected, the Ministers will be bound 
to appeal to the country.

were killed and several others seriously 
injured by an accident on the new 
branch of the Pennsylvania railroad 
now being constructed between Norris- 
ville and Downingtown, Pa. A gang of 
men were engaged in grading the new 
track and were p.f the bottom of a hill 
from which dirt was being dumped 
from a number of flat cars. 
In some 


manner six of the cars became detached 
from the locomotive and ran down the 
trill at a rapid speed, finally leaving the 
track and tippling where the men were 
working. Most of them succeeded in 
getting out of the way, but two of them, 
named Murphy and Egelia, were caught 
by the oars and"killeoY; 'About a dozen 
others were injured.

SHAWNEETOWH, Ind. Ter., June 19.— 


Two Indian boys at the government 
school for Indian children, were sus- 
pended by Prof. Harvey, for paying 
clandestine visits at night to the apart- 
ments of two Indian girls. The profes- 
sor a few nights ago armed himself with 
a double barreled gun, and watched for 
;he boys. They soon made their ap- 
pearance, and started to climb into the 
girls' room by means of a rope ladder. 
The professor called on them to stop, 
but they only climbed the faster. Tho 
professor then shot at them, inflicting a 
very serious wound on one of the boys. 
The Shawneo Indians are very much 
excited over the matter. 


A COLD BATH. 


Forty Men and Boys Precipitated in

NEWYOBK, June 19.—A section of

It is believed, however, that 
all were rescued without serious injury.

Hirst boarded the vessel and demanded 
light house dues of SIC. As all seven of 
tho light houses on tho coast are erected 
and maintained by the Canadian gov- 
ernment, and the New Foundland au- 
thories have never put up a single light 
house on tho French 
shore, Capt. 


George McLean, master of the schooner, 
refused to pay. The collector threat- 
ened to seize the vessel and the dues 
were paid after a formal protest. 


The collector next notified Captain 


McLean not to buy bait until he had 
purchased a license under the new bait 
act. This would cost $63. He threat- 
ened seizure if Captain McLean tried to 
evade the law. McLean claimed the 
right under tho treaty of 1818 to get 
bait on the French shore and denied 
the power of tho local government of 
New Foundland to obstruct tho con- 
struction of the treaty made between 
Great Britain and the United States. 
Ho reminded tho captain that the entire 
fleet of American vessels got their bait 
hero without obstruction four weeks 
ago. The collector was still obdurate 
and the captain sent tho following tele- 
gram to Sir William Whiteway, the 
premier, at St. Johns: 


I am master of the American schooner 


Hattie Evelyn and put in here for bait. 
Tho collector demands light money, 
which I have paid under protest. 
The 


jollector now demands a license for 
t>ait, under penalty. As an American 
citizen I claim the privilege of procur- 
ing bait under the treaty of 1818. Do 
you support the collpctor in his do- 
mands I Answer immediately. 


The answer which came, after a long 


delay, from the attorney general at St. 
Johns said briefly: 


Yon cannot purchase bait without a 


icense. 


Captain McLean would not yield 


what he believed to be his rights as an 
American citizen, and sailed away, after 
much loss of time, to try and procure 
oait elsewhere.

The Fort Wayne Gazette 
has not published a correction of its 
mis-statement. Why is this thus ? 


THE senate committee on finance, in 


its reduction of duties fixed in the Mc- 
Kiuley bill upon various articles, has 
taken a step that ad\ersely affects an in- 
dustry in Indiana. The present tariff 
bill fixes a duty of about 3 cents a yard, 
(U cent a pound) upon cotton bagging, 
which is worth 6 cents or less a square 
yard and about 4 cents a yard (2 cents a 
pound) for bagging sold at 6 cents or 
more per yard. The McKinley bill re- 
duced the duty to 13.10 cent a yard for 
the article worth less than 6 cents per 
yard and 14.5 cent per yard for that 
worth 6 cents or moie per yard. The 
senate committee on finance has re- 
duced the figures fixed by the McKia- 
ley bill so as to make the first grade pay 
1 3.10 cent and the second grade li cent 
per yard. The largast cotton bagging 
industry in the United States is located 
at Muncie. It was one of the first fac- 
tories established in the country and 
was located there by James Boyce about 
fifteen years ago. He started upon a 
small capital and imported a small 
quantity of jute butts, which he used 
with home-grown flax. From that plant 
he enlarged till there were fifty or sixty 
flax mills throughout the state in opera- 
tion as feeders for that and other cotton- 
bagging factories. The factory at Mun- 
cie is now employing several hundred 
persons, and is one of the greatest in- 
dustries in the state. 


The title of the bill was amended so as 
to read; "Au act to provide for the free 
coinage of gold and silver bullion and 
for other purposes."

The text of the silver bill, as it passed 


the United States senate, and goes to 
the house for action, is as follows: 


Section 1. That from and after the 


date of the passage of this act the unit 
of value in the United States shall be 
the dollar, and the same may be coined 
of 4121 grains of the standard silver, or 
of 25 8"-10 grains of standard gold; and 
the said coins shall be equally legal 
tender for all debts, public or private, 
that thereafter any owner of silver or 
gold bullion may deposit the same at 
any mint of the United States to be 
formed into standard dollars or bars for 
his benefit and without charge; but it 
shall be lawful to refuse any deposit of 
less-*alue than S100, or any bullion so 
base as to be unsuitable for the opera- 
tions of the mint. 


Sec.' 2 That the provisions of section 


3 of an act to authorize the coinage of 
the standard silver dollar, and to restore 
its legal tender character, which became 
a law February 28,1878, is hereby made 
applicable to the coinage in this act 
provided for. 


Sec. 3 
That the certificates provided 


for in the second section of this act, and 
all silver and gold certificates already 
issued, shall be of denominations of 
not less than SI or more that §100; and 
such certificatss shall be redeemed in 
coin of standard value. A sufficient 
sum to carry out the provisions of this 
act is hereby appropriated out of any 
money in the treasury not otherwise 
appropriated. The provision in section 
1, of the ;act of February 28, 1878, en- 
titled "Auaettoautohrizethe coinage of 
the standard ^ilver dollar and to restore 
its legal tender character," which re- 
quires the secretary of the treasury to 
purchase at the market price thereof not 
less than two million dollars of silver 
bullion per month, nor more than foul- 
million dollars' worth per month ol 
such bullion, is hereby repealed. 


Sec. 4. That the certificates provided 


for in the act, and all silver and golt 
certificates already issued shall bo re 
ceivable for all taxes and dues to the 
United States of every description, anc 
shall be a legal tender for the payment 
of all debts, public and private. 


Sec. 5. The owners of bullion de 


posited for coinage shall have the ' 
portunity to receive coin or its equiva 
lent in the certificates provided for in 
this act, and such bullion shall be sub 
sequent!}* coined.

demption of national bank circulation
